DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to papers filed on 1 1 May 2010. 

2. Claims 10-18 are allowed and have been renumbered 1-9. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the reference of prior art to Eryurek et al. (US 2003/0045962 A1) teaches of 
a control system for controlling a process for making paper and pulp, Sainen (5,034,897) 
teaches of an optimum loom control method that controls a loom so as to maximize the 
profits in a weaving mill, and Lewis et al (US 5,281 ,343 A) teaches that filtering and 
sampling of dispersed solids is a necessary requirement in the pulp and paper 
manufacturing process, none of these references taken either alone or in combination 
with the prior arts of record disclose a method for increasing the capacity of an 
installation used to carry out an industrial process, specifically including: 

(claim 1 ) "... determining a minimum control reserve of a plurality of control 
loops of the installation on the basis of the recorded process variables" along with 
"...determining actions that increase the capacity of the installation, where the 
determined actions are based on the determined minimum control reserves", 
in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. 

It is for these reasons that the Applicant's invention defines over the prior art of 

record.
